Plano Gets Hefty 
Sales Tax Rebate 


Close To $37,000 Sent 


Plano is richer by some $37,000 this 
month, thanks to a $36,935.69 sales tax 
rebate check sent to the city by the 
State Comptroller’s Office. 
The checks received by Plano and 
seven other Collin County towns 
represents the April rebate of the one- 
cent sales tax each town assesses, and 
the total rebate for the county 
amounted to $64,789.36 for the month 
of April. 
Plano—as usual—received the 
largest check, with McKinney, the 
county seat, receiving the next largest 
check in the amount of $16,928.73, or 
less than half of the Plano total. 
Plano’s rebate check represents a 
62-percent hike over the April 1976 
return of $22,844.02, as compared to a 
115-percent jump for the county as a 
whole, with eight county towns being 
rebated $42,184.82 for April of last 
year. 
Other county towns receiving 
rebates this month, and the amount of 
the April ‘77 and April ‘76 checks 
include Allen, $1961.55, $1888.47; 


Farm ersville, $2148.06, $1123.65; 
Frisco, $1100.23, $0; McKinney, 
$16,928.73, $14,179.21; Princeton, 
$849.19, $541.70; 
Renner, $1593.83, 
$648.85, and Wylie, $3272.08, $958.92. 
For the nine-month period ending 
March 31, Plano’s total rebates thus 
far are $237,033.98, as compared to 
$162,871.55 collected through March of 
1976. This represents a sizeable 45- 
percent increase in rebates over the 
past year. 
For the county, total rebates thus 
far amount to $432,134.88, as com­ 
pared to $325,016.32 for last year, an 
increase of 33 percent. 
When translated into terms of total 
retail sales in Plano and the county, 
this means that close to $1 billion in 
retail sales—both taxable and non­ 
taxable—was recorded during the 
past nine months in Plano, while the 
county retail sales figure is placed at 
close to $2 billion. For Plano, the 
estimated sales figures this year 
amounts to $948,135,520, as compared 
to $651,486,200 for last year. The

Kenneth Lester, assistant vice 
chancellor of business affairs with the 
Dallas County Community College 
District for the past nine years, will 
take a position created last fall by the 
City Council.

House Solons 
Trim Budget

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The Texas 
House has made its first major strides 
in reducing a proposed $15.7 billion 
state spending bill, trimming $57 
million from health and welfare 
programs and moving toward deletion 
of another $100 million in funding for 
state agencies and prison con­ 
struction. 
In its longest work day of the 
session, the lawmakers debated the 
mammoth spending bill from 9 a.m. 
until after ll p.m. Wednesday, 
sharply reducing proposed spending 
increases for welfare programs and 
mental health agencies. 
The proposed $100 million reduction 
pending before the House today would 
cancel plans for construction of a $72 
million prison facility, cut $16 million 
from a rural loan program of the 
Texas Industrial Commission and 
abolish funding for several small 
agencies such as the Governor’s 
Commission on Physical Fitness and 
the Greater South Texas Cultural 
Basin. 
Rep. Jimmie Edwards, D-Conroe, 
tried unsuccessfully to save the $72 
million prison construction program, 
warning House m em bers over­ 
crowding could produce serious 
prison problems. 


A formal recommendation will be 
made to the City Council sometime 
this summer. The committee plans to 
meet several more times to study a 
proposal by Howard Parker, architect 
on the expansion project. 
The committee’s position on the site 
for adm inistration purpose* was 
taken after hearing presentations 
from Parker and Planning Consultant 
Marvin Springer. 
The next meeting of the committee 
will be in late May when they will go 
over Parker’s plan in detail. The 
members also plan to study space 
requirements for ancillary services.
